HONOR TOJTHE DEAD, 


And Lessons to the 


Rev. Or, Vflsburgh's Sermon on the 


Life and Character of Hon, Thos. 
A. Hendricks. 


Kevi Dr. Vosbnrgfa, of the First 


Baptist church, of this city, preached 
a sermon on Sunday morning oa the 
life of Hon. Thos. A. Hendricks. 
There was a large congregation pres- 
ent, all of whom listened with the 
closest interest to the speaker. We 
give the main portions of hia sermon, 
as follows: 


Psalm, 37-37: Mark the perfect 


man and behold the upright, for the 
end of that man is peace.' 


One of the anomalies of our Amer- 


ican life to foreigners, and one of its 
beauties as well as national safe- 
guards to us, is, that though the bit- 
terness of party strife may run bigh 
at times, yet in the hour and pres- 
ence of death all good and true citi- 
zens of the republic lay aside the 
asperities of the past and cheerfully 
accord to the dead the justice due 
their character and patriotic servi- 
ces. 


_ I am b'-it uttering a universal feel- 
ing when I say the announcement of 
the sadden death of our vice presi- 
dent on last Wednesday evening ear- 
ned a feeling of pain and sorrow to 
tha American hearth stona from sea 
to sea. True, here and there cme may 
be found whose patriotism and hu- 
manity is sm( thered and buried in 
partisan bigotry, but their cumber is 
very small 
When our noble Lin- 


coln was assassinated at Washing- 
toe, there was a callons soul on boctrd 
a Brooklyn ferry boat who said, " I 
am glad of it," and he was immedi- 
ately thrown overboard. When great 
men die the lines of party feeling 
fade oat in noble souls, and we come 
as patriots to pay onr tribute of af- 
fection and of sorrow to the lifu and 
services of the honored dead. So we 
were not surprised on looking over 
the long list of telegrams of condo- 
lence sent to the sorrowing wife to 
find all parties represented, vieing 
with each other in their expressions? 
of sympathy for the sorrowing heart 
that Lied by the bier ;i him the 
loved so fondly, and whom his state 
and nation delighted to hojjor. Such 
a spirit apeaks well for the American 
heart and is prophetic of our narion- 
al perpetuity. It assures us that the 
feeling of patriotism is stronger than 
the feeling of party, and that our 
sense of humanity 
overflows our 


prejudices. 
Although exce-sive zeal 


may lead us in moments of hot po- 
litical excitement to utter invectives, 
jet when the passion of the hour is 
past, justice asserts her sway giving 
to every man the due meed of his re- 
ward. It is this spirit of patriotic 
justice that has tolled 
the bells, 


placed the stars and stripes at half 
mast, and put the emblems of mourn- 
ing on buildings, public and private, 
throughout our land in honor of the 
illustrious dead. 


minister has three political duties:

And those convic 
tions were clearly, broadly, frequent 
ly and eloqnontly expressed. 


Men of conviction are the only one 


who have moved the world. On 
must believe something and baliev 
it with all his soul if be is ever t 
move the hearts of men. Every mai 
shoald take his stand somewhere am 
be able to give " a reason for th 
hope that is within him." This is es 
pf cislly true in spiritual things. W 
are living in times when men seem t 
count it matter of pride, to believ 
nothing. 
While pastor in anotbe 


city I met a woman who said to me 
while making B psstoral call, " m, 
husband is a Baptist, but I am 
Catholic." I at once arose and said 
" thank the Lord, it's refreshing t 
find some one who really believf 
something, and holds positively to it.

Bitterness is the 
parent of strife and an excessive par- 
ty spirit is the forerunner of war and 
of national dismemberment and dis- 
grace. While it saddens oar hearts 
as we see one of our great leaders ef- 
ter*anoth«r taken away, yet if the 
feeling of universal sorrow to which 
it leads serves to bind us closer to- 
gether as a people, their death is not 
an onmingled loss.
